DETAILS : On 12/22/75, Special Agent John Lilly, Bureau of 

Investigation, advised that Ducote had been arrested 
by them and incarcerated in the Santa Clara County Jail, 
with bail set at $100,000. He is charged with 14 counts of 
grand theft and possessing and Concealing stolen property. 

Lilly stated in their continuing investigation, they now find 
that Ducote merely alluded to dealing with some security agency 
and that other people concluded that it must be the FBI. t| 

On 12/24/75, Joseph Jerome Ducote was interviewed 
by SAs of the FBI at the Santa Clara County Jail and provided 
the following information: ^ 

Ducote advised that he has never worked for the 
FBI in any capacity. He advised that he did not turn over 
any documents to Agents of the FBI nor did he ever meet any Bureau 
Agents who were acting in an undercover capacity. L| 

Ducote stated, however, that Western Research of 
Oakland, California, had sent an agent down to review papers 
that he had in his possession. Ducote said he thought this 
individual was from Army Intelligence based upon the way the person 
was dressed and in his general appearance.

Agency. DUCOTE was advised of the identify of the inter- 

viewing agen ts . the inquiry, and of his rights by SA 


DUCOTE was advised that investigation was being 
conducted concerning allegations that he was indicating 
that he was a member of the House Committee on Unamerican 
Activities (HCUA) . Mr. DUCOTE was asked to comment on this 
allegation. 

He stated that for a number of years he had been 
working closely with the leadership of the Catholic Church 
of San Francisco and ferreting' out adversive elements in 
the leadership of the church. He stated that he is presently 
engaged with KENNETH -WILHELM, former director of a Farm 
Bureau of Santa Clara County-, California, and STEPHEN D'ARRIEGIO, 
a prominent produce farmer in Salinas, California, investigating 
unamerican activities in California and in particular the 
Delano Grape Boycott. 

Mr. DECOTE stated that they had formed the St. Dismas 
Publishers Incorporated, Post Office Box 8187, San Jose, 
California, and recently published a book exposing SOL. .ALINSKY.. 
According to DECOTE, ALINSKY had set up computers and solicited 
proxies from stockholders of major companies and has attempted 
to influence the policies of these companies.

Lilly was advised that our FBI (Federal 
Bureau of Investigation) files are maintained in 
San Francisco and suggested that he contact the San Francisco 
Field Office. -Lilly replied that he and Bob J. McCollum, 
Investigator, Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office, 
"had gotten themselves into a jam" with Ducote and were 
seeking assistance. An appointment was arranged for 
December 1, 1975 at 2 p.m. at the San Jose Resident Agency. 

Lilly and McCollum appeared at the San Jose FBI 
Resident Agency on December 1, 1975 , and the intp -pvip.w wa s 
initiated by McCollum advising Special Agent (SA) of 

his "rights". They explained that Jerry Ducote had 
burglarized the San Jose Peace Center, Attorney John Thorne’s 
law office, and Grace McDonald's residence and office 
(publisher-editor of "California Farm Reporter") in 1967. 
According to Lilly, Ducote claims he burglarized these 
ad dresses at the direction of the FBI, and specifically

Ducote, using the alias Fred Schwartz, held a pre- 
arranged meeting with Jerry Cohen, Chief Council, United Farm 
Workers, Keene, California, on March 25, 1974 at Bakersfield, 
California. Schwartz claimed to have documents taken in 
robberies and burglaries which were carried out at the 
direction of two California growers which would be of 
interest to the United Farm Workers, and which Schwartz 
offered to sell Cohen for $35,000. 

Another meeting between Cohen and Schwartz took 
place at Bakersfield on March 31:, 1974, and this meeting 
resulted in the identification of Schwartz as Jerry Joseph 
Ducote, born June 28, 1929 at .’Gulfport, Mississippi, and 
at that time a resident of 1528 Hanchette, San Jose, 
California. During the meeting of March 31, 1974, Ducote 
lowered his price to $25,000 and named three California 
growers allegedly involved in this matter.

In May, 1971, Boyes made a complaint to the Referee 
in Bankruptcy, San Jose, California concerning alleged 
improprieties in connection with bankruptcy proceedings 
concerning several companies he had an interest in. Boyes 
was interviewed on two occasions and was unable to furnish 
any specific information with respect to this matter. His 
attorney was interviewed, and the attorney said he was 
unaware of any basis for the allegations made by Boyes. 

At 5:30 a.m. , July 3, i960, Jerry Boyes telephonically 
contacted the San Francisco FBI Office and said he was 
reluctant to state what he wanted to discuss but that he must 
talk to an Agent personally at once. After a short discussion 
he indicated he was host to a foreign visitor whom he thinks 
is a representative of the Secretary of the Interior to Iran. 

The affair was set up by the Recreation Department for the 
City of San Jose. Boyes said that after dinner his wife and 
the guest began drinking very heavily and became involved in 
a manner that he did not approve of. He said that he got into 
a fistfight with the guest and broke his fist during the 
fight. . 


Boyes appeared at the Lps Angeles FBI Office on 
September 11, 1973 and indicated that his ex-wife is married 
to a man who is a close associate of Angelo Marino, a reported 
Mafia member in the San Jose, California area. 


On March 29, 1971, Boyes appeared at the San Francisco 
FBI Office and advised that he was being squeezed out by 
local politicians which amounted to thousands of dollars. 

Boyes at this time said he was in the business of factory 
producing homes under the name of Unlimited Shelters 
Amalgamated of Santa Clara, California. He claimed h e is 
close a ssociate of "communist hunter" Ken Wilhelm and I

out" . He named a great number of people in Santa Clara 
County, leading politicians of the state, including then

ROBERT KENNETH WILHELM 

The files of the San Francisco Office indicate that 
R. Ken Wilhelm, Executive Secretary, Santa Clara County Farm 
Bureau, 1092 North First Street, San Jose, California, 
appeared with two other individuals at the San Francisco 
Office of the FBI on April 18, 1958. These men advised they 
wished, to report information concerning the farm situation 
in Santa Clara County, which to them indicates possible 
subversive activities. They named several individuals in 
the San Jose area they felt were key figures in subversive 
activities. 





JOSEPH JEROME DUCOTE 


The files of the San Francisco Office indicate that 
Cott was an assistant to Harper L. Knowles, Director of 
Western Research Foundation, from 1963 until 1968, at which 
^ime he moved to I£ p -w_York City where he was one of the 
editors of "Combat" 7 a publication of National Review, Inc. 
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The following investigation was conducted at 
San Jose, California: 

On December 29, 1975, WILLIAM HOFFMAN, Assistant 
District Attorney, Santa Clara County, 234 E. Gish Road, 
advised that he did not have any direct knowledge that 
JEROME DUCOTE had provided documents to any Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation.. HOFFMAN advised that he 
first became aware of DUCOTE 's activities with respect to 
several burglaries in Delano, California, and his possession 
of stolen documents, approximately two months, ago. HOFFMAN 
advised that the statute had run out on the burglaries and 
he was proceeding against DUCOTE for the possession of stolen 
documents. HOFFMAN advised that the persons most familiar 
with this matter and would know if DUCOTE ever made any 
statements that he had turned over documents to the FBI 
were JOHN LILLY of the California State Attorney General’s 
Office in San Francisco, California, and BOB McCOLLUM of 
the Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office. 

On December 29, 1975, BOB McCOLLUM, Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney’s Office, 234 E. Gish 
Road, advised that DUCOTE never told him directly that DUCOTE 
had turned over documents to the FBI. McCOLLUM advised that 
as he recalled the documents were given to Western Research 
in Oakland, California. McCOLLUM advised that WALTER KUBIAS, 
California State Department of Organized Crime and Criminal 
Intelligence Bureau, had originally talked to DUCOTE and 
had obtained a signed statement from DUCOTE pertaining to the 
burglaries that DUCOTE has been alleged to have been involved 
in and also as to the distribution of the documents taken in 
the burglaries. 
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On December 24, 1975, Jerome Joseph Ducote, Inmate, 
Santa Clara County Jail, North County Facilities, Palo Alto, 
California, was interviewed by agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Ducote jvas advised of the purpose of the inter- 
view, that being rucotj's supposedly having worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and turning over documents to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, these documents being taken 
from numerous burglaries alleged to have been committed by 
Ducote in Delano, California. Ducote was advised of his rights 
by means of a Warning and Waiver of Rights form, which Ducote 
read, stated that he understood, but before signing he wanted 
to telephonically contact his attorney, Thomas Salciccia and 
obtain his okay before doing so. Ducote telephonically con- 
tacted his attorney and on the advice of his attorney, signed 
the Warning and Waiver of Rights form. 

Ducote advised that he has never worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in any capacity. He advised 
that he did not turn over any documents to agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor did he ever meet any 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who were acting 
undercover in any capacity. 

Ducote advised that on February 14, 1975, he met 
with Walter Kubias, California State Department , Organized 
Crime and Criminal Intelligence Bureau, and provided Kubias 
with approximately a ninety-five page statement pertaining 
to his (Ducote's) involvement in the burglaries of the United 
Farm Worker's Union in Delano, California. Ducote advised that 
at that time, Kubias made him a promise of no prosecution if 
he was to tell everything he knew. Ducote advised that the 
Attorney General's Office in the State of California apparently 
sat on this matter until October 15, 1975, when it was again 
brought to light. He advised that apparently John Lilly of 
the California State Attorney General's Office took over the 
investigation from Kubias. 
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Ducote advised that during his discussions with 
Kubias he at no time ever mentioned or stated that he was 
employed by the Federal Bureau o,f Investigation, nor did he 
ever state that he had given documents to agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. He further advised that no names 
of FBI agents were eve,. mentioned in his discussions with Kubias. 

Ducote advised that Western Research, which is 
located in Oakland, California, had sent an agent down to 
review papers that he (Ducote) had in his possession. Ducote 
said that he thought this individual was from Army Intelligence 
based on the way the person was dressed and his general appear- 
ance. Ducote advised that he had wh&t he believed were two 
meetings with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), the first 
being in Washington, D. C., and the second in San Jose, 
California. He advised that he never directly contacted the 
CIA for these meetings, but that the contact was made by the 
Farmer's Union. Ducote did not comment further on this matter 
inasmuch as he was concerned that it might jeopardize his cur- 
rent position.

for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. At the time of 
his arrest DePugh was in possession of documents concerned 
with guerrilla warfare and other paraphernalia, including 
hand grenades, gun silencers, and -a machine gun. DePugh 
was released on parole during April, 1973, and in June, 1973, 
indicated he planned to revitalize the Minutemen into a 
"two-armed organization." Arm number one was to be utilized 
as a political front organization to sway elections and 
control local and state political structures. Arm number two 
was to be an underground guerrilla organization made up of 
"strike teams." These "strike teams" are to be under direct 
control of DePugh and their existence is to be unknown to 
everyone, including Minutemen State Coordinators.

On March 27, 1974, the Civil Rights Division of 
the U. S. Department of Justice was telephonically con- 
tacted by Jerry Cohen, counsel for the United Farm 
Workers Union (UFWU) in California. Cohen related that 
he had been contacted by a person who provided the name 
Fred Schwartz who purported to have information that 
three people had, at numerous times over the past several 
years, broken into various UFWU offices in California 
as well as offices of other organizations. Cohen received 
the impression that Schwartz was an attorney representing 
one of the persons responsible for the break-ins. Schwartz 
wanted $35,000 for evidence he would provide linking 
numerous California growers to these break-ins. Cohen 
told the Justice Department that he had met with Schwartz 
on March 25, 1974, in Bakersfield, California, and 
Schwartz provided Cohen with brief glimpses of materials 
reportedly seized. Schwartz also provided a list of 
such places, including a UFWU office in Delano called 
the Filipino Hall, which Cohen stated was, in fact, an 
object of an armed robbery in 1973. Cohen stated that 
materials taken at that time Were financial records of 
the union and records relating to activities covered by 
the Norris-La Guardia Labor Act. Schwartz further related 
that there were checks in existence that would establish 
a financial link between the alleged thieves and the 
growers. Schwartz was extremely anxious to raise the 
$35,000 as his "client" was supposed to be charged that 
week with fraud by unknown prosecuting authorities.

The resulting investjigation conducted by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) in connection with 
the above request is as followjs: 

Jerry Cohen, Chief Counsel, UFWU, Keene, 
California, was contacted on March 28, 1974, and advised 
as follows: ; 

On March 21, 1974, hie received a telephone 
call from a male individual whlo said, "You will know 
me as Fred Schwartz," and indicated he was from San 
Francisco, California. Schwarjtz said he had some 
valuable information to sell concerning break-ins of 
UFWU offices, churches and the! Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, in addition to certain individual 
residences. | 

On March 25, 1974, a prearranged meeting was 
held with Schwartz at the Hilton Inn bar in Bakersfield 
by Cohen and Dan Lavery, an American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney from Bakersfield and friend of Cohen. At 
this meeting, Schwartz had, in his possession, a file or 
folder approximately one inch (thick which he said con- 
tained stolen UFWU or union related documents. Schwartz 
said these documents and papers were a sample of others 
that were accessible to him which were taken in various 
"robberies" or "from inside" UFWU by an informant, all at 
the direction of two California growers .

1960s, and he recalls that during about 1965 a UFWU 
building called the "Pink Building" was burglarized in 
Delano and some Community Services Organization files 
were stolen. Schwartz also allowed him to examine a few 
other unrecalled documents which appeared to contain 
innocuous information. 

Schwartz said the documents he had were stolen 
in various "robberies" which were committed at the 
direction of two California farm ers, one a larg e grape 
grower in Delano and the other a 

Schwartz said he was asking $35,000 from UFWU 
for all of the documents and information available to 
him. He said $25,000 was needed to get his client out 
of trouble and that the extra $10,000 would be split 
between unidentified persons. Cohen said he told Schwartz 
at that time that he had no intention of buying stolen 
UFWU property. 

In addition, Cohen recalled that Schwartz said 
that John Harmer, a California; Assemblyman from the Los 
Angeles area, was aware of the material in his, Schwartz', 
possession and was using this information for political 
gain. Schwartz also mentioned the California Council of 
Growers but did not specify whether or not this organization 
was in any way involved in the matter.

He apologetically declined to furnish any 
details concerning his situation but did furnish the 
following information concerning the reasons for his 
recent actions under the name Schwartz:

During this 
same period, he and others were engaged in gathering 
intelligence for certain California growers, mainly 
concerning UFWU and its Director, Caesar Chavez. He 
is now "boxed in" because of his past activities with the 
growers. He is in debt in the amount of $20,000 in 
connection with a past loan and pressure is being exerted 
for repayment. He had been advised by his attorney to 
declare bankruptcy, since the matter appeared to be of 
a civil nature; however, at present the local District 
Attorney's Office at San Jose is contemplating criminal 
fraud charges. He described another man involved with 
him as having nine children. He would not elaborate 
on the above information. 

He was formerly employed by the Saint Dismas 
Publishing Company, San Jose, which company is no longer 
in business. Prior to that time, and during the period 
1954 through 1963, he was a deputy sheriff for the Santa 
Clara, California, County Sheriff's Office.

On April 10, 1974, Lempert advised that he had 
a meeting scheduled with Ducote on April 11, 1974, at 
San Jose.

Chapman advised that Ducote had information pertaining 
to the UFWU and had obtained this information as a result 
of working for some people (people not identified).

Chapman, at that time, desired to 
have Ducote granted immunity from Federal prosecution 
before divulging the information. Chapman said that 
this information involves politicians and others not 
identified, and he believes that Ducote's life may b?c 
possibly be in danger. Chapman said he also desired 
immunity for Ducote from local prosecution. 

This information was furnished to the U. S. 
Department of Justice, who advised that Chapman should 
be referred directly to the Civil Rights Division of 
that department concerning the above request for immunity.

SA| 1 advised DUCOTE of his rights by means of a Warning 

and Waiver of Rights form, which DUCOTE read, stated that he 
understood, but before signing he wanted to telephonically 
contact his attorney, THOMAS SALCICCIA and obtain his okay 
before doing so. DUCOTE telephonically contacted his attorney 
and on the advice of his attorney, signed the Warning and 
Waiver of Rights form. 

DUCOTE advised that he has never worked for the 
FBI in any capacity. He advised that he did not turn over 
any documents to Agents of the FBI, nor did he ever meet any 
Agents of the FBI who were acting undercover in any capacity. 

DUCOTE advised that on February 14, 1975, he 
met with WALTER KUBIAS, California State Department of 
Organized Crime and Criminal Intelligence Bureau, and 
provided KUBIAS with approximately a ninety-five page 
statement pertaining to the United Farm Worker’s Union in 
Delano-, California. DUCOTE advised that at 'that time, 

KUBIAS made him a promise of no prosecution if he was to 
tell everything he knew. DUCOTE advised that the Attorney 
General’s Office in the State of California apparently sat 
on this matter until October 15, 1975, when it was again 
brought to. light. He advised that apparently JOHN LILLY 
of the California State Attorney General's Office took over 
the investigation from KUBIAS.

DUCOTE advised that Western Research, which is 
located in Oakland, California, had sent an Agent down to ' 
review papers that he (DUCOTE) had in his possession. DUCOTE 
said that he thought this individual was from Army Intelligence 
based on the way the person was dressed and his general 
appearance. DUCOTE advised that he had what he believed 
were two meetings with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) , 
the first being in Washington, D.C., and the second in San 
Jose, California. He advised that he never directly contacted 
the CIA for these meetings, but that the contact was made 
by the Farmer's Union.

1/2 0/76 that in 3/74, the Civil Rights Division, U. S. Department 
of Justice (USDJ) requested investigation of repeated break-ins 
of United Farm Workers (UFW) offices in California. These break-ins 
occurred between 1966 and 1970 and committing of same were in 
possible violation of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 24$, 
involving a. conspiracy to deny UFW rights guaranteed by labor 
law statutes. The investigation centered around an individual 
identified as Joseph Jerome Ducote , known as a con man and former 
deputy sheriff, Santa Clara Count y# California. The inve stigation 
-further identi-fied an accomplrce', , | | / 

Upon completion of our investigation, the USDJ advised that 
no Federal violation existed and that the information developed 
should be made available to appropriate local authorities. The 
Department’s i nstruction s were fully complied with. b7c 

Ducote and | | were recently charged by local authorities, 

Santa Clara County , with 14 counts of grand theft and possession 
and concealing stolen property. Ducote and | | have 

alluded to the fact that they were dealing with a security agency 
and it has been concluded by others that it must be the FBI . 

Comprehensive memoranda and affidavits submitted by both the 
San Francisco and Sacramento Divisions regarding this matter 
specifically deny that Ducote or his associates provided any 
stolen documents to Special Agents of the FBI or were ever 
operated as sources, informants, or at the direction of the FBI. 

Attached San Francisco teletype advises that on 5/10/76, Santa 
Clara County Assistant District A ttorney Willi am Hoffman appeared 
as witness in pretrial hearing of I I motion to dismiss 

burglary indictments and denial of right to speedy trial. News- 
paper accounts of Hoffman’s testimony revealed he concluded FBI 
lied to him and delayed reports to him concerning this matter. 

In an effort of cooperation to resolve innuendoes of complicity 
by FBI, a San Francisco Special Agent admitted to Santa Clara County 
investigators' receipt of a mailing list of San Jose Peace Center which 
is an organization Ducote burglarized. This mailing list received from 
independent informant having no connection with Ducote or associates. 
Thereafter, in reply to District Attorney’s Office request for 
documents taken in Ducote ' s break-in, the San Francisco Office 
( SFO ) "categorically denies receipt or possession of this material 
at any time." It is believed Hoffman used this denial of mailing 1 list 
received from Ducote as basis for his belief he had been lied to. 
Regarding the timeliness of SFO ’ s response to Hoffman’s letter of 
request, a review of correspondence reveals prompt and precise 
replies . 

Contacts with Santa Clara County law enforcement officers 
have revealed their opinion of Hoffman to be that he is 
"paranoid, impetuous, and extremely difficult to get along with." 

In addition to accusations against SFO, the State Attorney 
General’s Office has been assailed in effort to impute a cover-up 
and delay by that office when, in fact, Santa Clara County 
District Attorney ' s Office received information from public 
sources contemporaneously with the FBI regarding burglaries. 

SAC, SFO has ordered a. verbatim transcript be obtained regard- 
ing Hoffman’s testimony. This will be available approximately , 

5/19/76. SFO does not intend to let this unwarranted and 
scurr i lous. ^a ttack go unanswe red. SFO will make re commend at ions

Re San Francisco nitel 5/13/76 advising that 
a verbatum transcript of Santa Clara County Assistant 
District Attorney WILLIAM HOFFMAN'S testimbny on 5/10/76 
would be obtained from Santa Clara County Superior Court. 


A review of the transcripts indicates that 
HOFFMAN inferred in his testimony during a pretrial 
shearing that SAC CHARLES W. BATES lied to him but he 
did not make that statement as set out in San Jose 


newspaper dated 5/11/76. A pertinent part of the testimony 
is set out, "Question: Now, when Mr. MC COLLUM talked to 


Agent SAMPLE, Agent SAMPLE indicated to Mr. MC COLLUM 
that he had received several years ago, approximately 
1967, presumably a mailing list for the San Jose Peace 



Center. Did Mr. MC COLLUM relate that information to 



you? Answer: That's right. Question: That he had ^ 

received this information through an informant? Answer: 

Well, to go back so I can answer your question, Attorney 
General ERIC COLLINS had written the FBI before we ever 


got in the matter about the- time we got in it anyway 
before I started doing anything and asked for a specific 
number of statements and any (documents of the type taken 
in any of the burglaries from the FBI. They wrote back, 
gave us a synopsis, not any of the statements, which I

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he did have some, so then I wrote him back and told him 
that I knew he had some of the documents. And then he 
said that somebody else stole them for him. The Court: 

Somebody else what? The Witness: Somebody else stole 

them for him. They had an informer or somebody that 
stole them for him. Those were the only from the Peace 
Center in San Jose. Those are the only ones that we 
happen to know he had and he didn’t happen to know we 
knew he had.’" 

During an interview by DA Investigator 
and Sta te Investigator JOHN LILLY on 12/1/75, SA 

in an effort of cooperation to resolve innuendoes 

of complicity advised the Investigators that the FBI had 
a mailing list of the San Jose Peace Center from another 
source and would have had no occasion to accept one from 
JERRY DUCOTE known to the FBI as an unreliable individual. 

The San Francisco office later wrote to the District Attorney’s 
office and categorically denied receipt or possession of any 
material taken in burglaries conducted by DUCOTE. 

SA SAMPLE testified at the pretrial hearing on 
5/19/76 and the Court record now contains the true facts 
concerning the Peace Center mailing list in the possession 
of the FBI. It is to be noted that HOFFMAN and his staff 
have been obsessed with the notion that the Bureau directed 
DUCOTE ’s burglaries. 

On 12/5/75 a meeting was held at San Francisco 
including USA JAMES L. BROWNING, Jr., Deputy Attorney 
General ERIC COLLINS, and SAC CHARLES W. BATES. At this 
meeting COLLINS said that he would like to have certain 
information from FBI files and that he would direct a 
letter to this office setting out a formal request. The 
letter from COLLINS dated 12/10/75 was received by the 
San Francisco FBI office on 12/17/75 inasmuch as it was 
directed to USA BROWNING and was eventually forwarded to 
the San Francisco FBI office. 
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By letter dated 1/2/76 a detailed letterhead 
memorandum was furnished Deputy Attorney General ERIC 
COLLINS and Santa Clara County District Attorney LOUIS 
BERGNA. This memorandum contained all pertinent information 
in the files of the San Francisco and Sacramento Divisions. 
Deputy Attorney General ERIC COLLINS then requested original 
serials setting out the information referred to in the LHM 
and upon approval by the Department of Justice all these 
serials were furnished COLLINS and BERGNA by letter dated 
1/29/76. It is to be noted that the first letter forwarded 
by Assistant District Attorney HOFFMAN to SAC BATES was 
dated 1/2/76. On 12/30/75, DOUGLAS LOGAN, Chief Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney’s Office, telephonically 
contacted Bureau officials in Washington and complained that 
SAC BATES was not cooperating, would not furnish requested 
materials, and would not return telephone calls or answer 
letters which is all false. During the course of this 
investigation Assistant DA HOFFMAN has written letters of 
a threatening type asking for certain statements and 
documents that do not exist. 

For the information of the Bureau, t he pretrial 
hearing relative to Defendant I I has been 

completed and the Judge’s decision to dismiss the charges 
requested in the motion made by the Defense Attorney Is 
being awaited. The Bureau will be kept advised.

Contact with C. RANDALL SCHNEIDER, Deputy Public 
Defender, Santa Clara County, on 4/27/76, has revealed that 
the 5/3/76 appearance date is tentative.

750119, page 8, of a 13 page report, wherein, on 12/1/75, SA 

| is referred to as having received a mailing list from one 
of the Peace Centers which was burglarized. This report estab- 
lishes that the mailing list was received from a confidential 
informant, but SCHNEIDER was interested in pursuing whether the 
informant was either DUCOTE, [ | or one of their interme- 

diaries. Again, Mr. SCHNEIDER was assured that the FBI had no 
contact with any of the aforementioned individuals or their 
intermediaries and that line of defense was also u nfounded . 
SCHNEIDER wanted to pursue the question of whether I I had 

heard rumors that there were burglaries by DUCOTE and 

and what he did about it , and furthermore , what did SA CONRAD 
SHAW do to report burglaries that had come to his attention to 
the proper authorities, particularly the Delano Police Department. 

SCHNEIDER advised that he has attempted to plead 

guilty to lesser counts or offenses, but Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney H OFFMAN has refused to plea bargain and is going 
after] |"with a hatchet". SCHNEIDER advised, also, 
that ne ex pects DUCOTE to be a cooperative witness against 

| at the trial, and he described DUCOTE as a person who 
attempts to develop friendships with people by "buying them 
drinks or developing a rapport with them and later imposing on 
them for favors". SCHNEID ER also bel ieved that it appears that 
the defendants (DUCOTE and| are using the FBI as a 

coverup for their activities"! This was evident by the use of 
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the Catholic Church by these men as one of the stories put out 
to justify the activities or gain sympathy from public officials. 

SCHNEIDER advised that his client ] left the 

State of California in 1969 to live in the State of Idaho and 
had remained there until the current burglary charges were 
instituted. He will attempt to argue that, even thought the 
Statute of L imitations for the crime of burglary was tolled by 
departure from t he state, h e will attempt to have 
tne . statute interpreted that was not in a flight 

status and was, at all times, available to law enforcement. 

SCHNEIDER stated that he wished to advise the Bureau 
that DUCOTE has given indications that he will attempt to impli- 
cate the FBI into the burglaries, by stating that he dealt with 
a LARRY COTT (phonetic) of the Western Research Company in San 
Francisco. He advised that there is the belief that this company 
was an FBI or CIA front. SCHNEIDER was advised that, besides 
being untrue, that type of assertion is irrelevant and certainly 
DUCOTE could not state he was working under the Western Research 
direction. 


SCHNEIDER also state d that he had be en told that 

there is an ex-FBI Agent named |~ who worked for 

Ramparts Magazine and had made statements that, while he . 1 
was an FBI Agent, he committed burglaries of a political nature 
and that it was his, 1 understanding that, after he 

left the FBI, it was the practice of the Bureau to have "infor- 
mants" commit burglaries for them. 

SCHNEIDER did not know which judge would hear the 
pre-trial motion to dismiss at the time of contact and stated 
that the assignment would be made by Friday, 4/30/76, by Judge 
BRUCE ALLEN. He was told that this office and the Sacramento 
Office would need at least 24 hours' notice in order to comply 
with the appearance of the Agents and records in this matter.

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A criminal case presently pending in Santa Clara 
County, California has raised some questions concerning 
the practices and procedures of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

I am enclosing several newspaper clippings which 
recount the substance of the stories and allegations, so 
I will not repeat a recitation of the facts. 

While it is our firm policy never to interfere 
with a pending criminal prosecution, and we have no inten- 
tionof doing so here or of having the Department of Justice 
or FBI do so, there are several aspects of this matter which 
raise larger questions as to various practices in the 
operations of the Bureau. 


In order to fully discharge our legislative and 
oversight responsibilities with respect to the FBI, I air 
enclosing a list of questions to which we would apprecia 
a full and complete response by the FBI as soon as possi

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Jerome Joseph Ducote of San Jose, California is 
alleged to have had extensive contact with the 
FBI either as source of information to the FBI or 
as a subject of FBI inquiry. We would like the 
details of that contact with an indication of any 
Federal, state of local agencies to which this 
Information was referred for their information or 
for possible prosecution. 


2 . One Jerry Boyce, who to date has not publically 
been identified and who we have agreed not to 
identify without his permission, has made other 
allegations. He alleges contact with the FBI 
at least in September, 1973 in Los Angeles and 
January, 1974 in San Jose. The subject of the 
contact was his advising the FBI of some of the 
activities of Ducote and Ducote's associates. 

He indicated he was generally rebuffed by FBI 
personnel. We would like the detail of the 
contact and the nature and reasons for the FBI's 
handling of both Boyce and his information.

He stated 
that ha was working for the Diocese of the Roman Catholic 
Church of Northern California, ihxcote advised that it was 
felt that some of the young priests were being influenced by 
the eoDvmmists. It was pointed out that the FBI could hot 
assist his. 


Chrt February 19. 1970, Bucote was Interviewed at the 
Sen Jos© Resident Agency by Special Agents of the FBI, and was 
advised that an investigation was being conducted concerning 
allegations that he was indicating that he was a member of the 
House Comities on Un-Americaa Activities (HCUA) . Bucote 
advised that he was working closely with the leadership of the 
Catholic Church of San Francisco in ferreting cat subversive 
elements in the church.

The facts of this matter were discussed with Assistant

Ducote, using the alias Fred Schwarts, held a pre- 
arranged meeting with Jerry Cohen, Chief Counsel, United Perm 
Workers, Keene, California, on Kerch 25, 1975. Schwarts 
claimed to have documents taken during robberies and burglaries 
which were undertaken at the direction of two California 
growers. Schwarts offered to sell Cohen these documents , which 
would be of Interest to the United Fans Workers, for $35,000. 

During another meeting with Cohen cr* JIareh 31, 1574, 
fdswsarts lowered the price to $25 ,000. This meeting resulted 
in the identification of Schwarts as Jerry Joseph Susete, bom 
June 28, 1929, at Gulfport, Mississippi. 

On April 1, 1974, Ducote telephoned Cohen cad asked 
for $600 to $1,000 isasediete cash, which be said he needed for 
bail,

The FBI cannot comment in any way on the question of 
whether any individual or organization is a source of informa- 
tion for the FBI. A refusal to reply to this type of inquiry 
should in no way be construed as an inference of association 
with any individual or organization. . • 

Unsolicited information is reviewed and filed along 
with solicited information. The FBI would not knowingly 
Utilize information obtained illegally. Where it is determined 
that illegal information had been tendered to the FBI, a 
determination would be made concerning FBI jurisdiction in the 
matter, and in the absence of jurisdiction, the matter would be 
referred to appropriate authorities for their information. 

Director Kelley and the Attorney General have recently 
testified before the Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional 
Rights of the House Committee on the Judiciary concerning the 
subject of unsolicited information. Guidelines are currently 
being prepared by the Department of Justice on this matter. 

As members of a Federal investigative agency, FBI 
employees must at all times zealously guard and defend, the 
rights and liberties guaranteed to all 'individuals by 'the 
Constitution. Therefore, FBI employees must not engage in any 
investigative activity which could abridge in any way the rights 
guaranteed to a citizen of the United States by the Constitution 
and under no circumstances shall employees of the FBI engage in 
any conduct which may result in defaming the character, reputa- 
tion, integrity, or dignity of any citizen or organization of 
citizens of the United States. 

There is no question as to Special Agents being aware 
that informants cannot be directed to perform a function that 
the Special Agent may not legally perform. All information 
furnished from informants is constantly sifted, analyzed, 
recorded and disseminated when warranted. The information 
from informants is verified where possible through either 
sources or individual investigations . A system of checks is 
constantly involved to. prevent an informant from producing 
erroneous information by accident or design. The FBI will not , 
knowingly utilize illegally obtained information. - ;
